Some Considerations Regarding His Sue

A. & M. College. 
The news of the election of Dr. 
D. F. Houston as president of the 
State University 
was 
received 
with much regret in 
Bryan, on 
account of the loss to the A. & M. 
College if Dr. Houston accepts the 
position. 
Dr. Houston’s work in behalf of 
the A. & M. College during his 
term as president is appreciated 
very highly by all 
friends of 
the College. 
He is a man well 
fitted by nature and attainments 
to preside over and build up a 
great educational institution like 
the A. & M. College and the actual 
possession of such a man, tried 
and his worth proven, is something 
that the College can ill afford to 
lose, despite the probability that 
a good man will be procured in 
his stead. 
Dr. Houston’s plans 
for the upbuilding of the College 
reached far into the future as well 
as being concerned, in many re­ 
spects, with measures of present 
advantage, and the interruption of 
his g'ood work is a thing to be re­ 
gretted by all good friends of the 
College. 
The social loss from the 
departure of Dr. and Mrs. Houston 
will also be keenly felt here. 
In connection with the succes­ 
sion to the presidency of the A. & 
M. College, the name of Prof. H. H. 
Harrington is very freely used 
here, although it is not known that 
he has any ambition in that direc­ 
tion. 
No man has made a deeper 
study of the affairs of the College 
than Prof. Harrington; no man is 
better acquainted with the work of 
the College in its ramifications 
throughout the state. He bas been 
closely allied with its develop­ 


ment to its present advanced posi­ 
tion. W ithout playing politics, and 
exerting his influence in a plain 
and dignified manner, he has had 
great influence in shaping legisla 
tion past and present pertaining 
to the institution. 
He has a wide 
acquaintance and strong influence 
with the public men of Texas who 
control the destinies of the College. 
He is a scholar, and a practical 
business man as well, lf the board 
of directors of the i n s t i t u t i o n 
should see fit to elect Prof. Har- 
j rington to succeed Dr. D. F. H ous­ 
ton as president of the A. & M. 
College, the people of B ryan believe 
that the College would be in good 
hands. 
A serious matter in connection 
with the frequent and unfortunate 
changes in the presidency of the 
College is the abrupt alterations 
in the policy of the institution 
consequent upon the introduction 
of new men into the office, more or 
less unacquainted with the College, 
who must necessarily lose much 
valuable time before they become 
thoroughly 
acquainted with the 
peculiar field occupied by the in­ 
stitution, its scope and work. This 
is a strong reason why a man sit­ 
uated as Prof. Harrington is,would 
be peculiarly available 
for the 
place. 
No abrupt changes, no ex­ 
periments would follow, as would 
likely be the case if a new .man 
from the outside, no m atter how 
well he m ight be fitted otherwise, 
should be placed in the office. 
In the interest of the school, and 
of its continued harmonious devel­ 
opment upon the high plane which 
it now occupies, the Eagle would 
like to see Prof. H. H. Harrington 
selected for the place, although we 
have no knowledge that he desires 
it, and do not believe that he will 
enter any contest for it whatever.

NEEDS A REMEDY. 


Mr. J. J. Vandiver brought to 
the Eagle office yesterday a couple 
of peaches that formed the subject 
of an enquiry on his part of inter­ 
est to fruit growers. 
They are both seedlings—one a 
large white meat cling peach, with 
pink blush— a beautiful and ex­ 
cellent peach. 
It is ripening now 
two 
weeks 
before 
its 
tim e ,1 
its early ripening being caused by 
the sting of some insect, and this is 
what he wishes to get rid of. Some 
insect (fly or bug) stings the peal 
and in the rupture thus caused, 
the common 
“ drunkard” 
knats 
collect, increasing the area of in- ' 
fection, so that decay sets in and i 
it prematurely ripens and falls. ' 
Mr. Vandiver thinks there should 
be a remedy by spraying or other­ 
wise for this trouble, and says 
correctly that in this county 
we 
could have line peaches all through 
the summer and fall, if we learn 
how to meet these troubles. 
The Eagle hopes somebody will 
suggest a remedy. 
The other peach shown by him 
is a large yellow free seedling, of 
the shape and size of the Elberta, 
the main difference its later ripen­ 
ing. 
This peach also is due to 
ripen in September, but is falling 
now on account of insect enemies.
